AN ARCTIC ADVENTURE. 


Nansen’s Daring and Perilous Swim 
For His Drifting Beate... 
Among the perilous adventures of 
the Nansen arctic expedition was the 
natrow escape of Nansen and Johan. | 
sen on their return trip to the ram 
after their unsuccessful dash for the 
pole. After many months of haydship 
: ‘marrow ¢hannel opened in the ice, 
‘they launched the two light kaiaks | 
i ths they bad carried on their sledgés 
for more than a year, A few days aft- 
erward disaster nearly put an end to 
the expedition. The incident is related 
j io “The Siege and Conquest of the 
North Pole,’ by Mr. George Bryce. 
In the evening their. legs felt stiff 
with sitting in the kaiaks all day, and 
they landed. on the edge of the ice so 
tliat they might stretch them a little. 
After the kaiaks, which were lashed 
! together, bad been moored by means 
of one of the braces they ascended a 
hummock close by and had been stand: 
| ing there only a moment when Johan: 
sen raised the cry that the kalaks were 
= 


They ran to the edge of ‘a ice, but 
the boats were already a little way off 
and were drifting quickly. The posi- 
tion was a terrible one, for all they 
possessed was on board. Nansen at 
once threw off some of his clothing, 
handed his watch to Johansen and 
‘kprang intg the icy water. He knew 
that if the boats were lost it meant 
death to him and his companion. At 
first it seemed more than doubtful 
whether he could manage to regain 

them. When he got tired he turned

|he gained a little and redoubled his 
exertions, 

By this time Nansen felt bis limbs 
| stiffening and losing all feeling. His 
strokes became more and more feeble, 
but the distance from the kainks be- 
came shorter, and at last hé“was able 
to grasp a snowshoe that lay across 
the sterns. He now tried to pull him- 
self up, but his body was so stiff with 
cold that he could not du so. After a 
little he managed to swing one leg up 
;to the edge of the sledge that was 
lashed to the deck and then raised the 
rest of his body. They were sated! 

With some difficulty he paddled the 
kaiaks back to Johansen, who admitted 
that these were the worst moments be 
bad ever lived through. Johansev new 
} pulled off-Nansen‘s wet clothes,.put on 
the few dry ones they had in reserve, 
spread the sleeping bag upon the ice 
and covered Nansen with the sail and 
everything he could find to keep out 
the cold. The next day Nansen was 
all right again, and in the evening’ 
they pressed forward once more on the 
anarch that finally brought them out of 
the arctic. 

A Chilly Forecast. . 

The earth is growing in bulk on-ac- 
count of the meteoric dust that falls on 
it. It has recently been estimated that 
100 tons fall daily over the surface of 
the globe, and that millions. of years 
hence this will ' have increased the 
thickness of the enrth considerably. 
This ‘would have a tendency to bring 
us closer to the sun. But centrifugal 
force is augmented at the same time in 
greater proportion aud counteracts this 
tendency; consequently the earth would 
be swept awuy from the sun, with the 
result that its distance from that body 
would be considerably augmented.

Ann Glanville and Her Champions Not . 
Only. Beat Their Own Countrymen,.. 

_ but Went to Havre and Outrowed 

’ Half-a Dozen Crack French-Crews. 


In the boat races that bave from 
time immemorial been rowed on the 
Hamoaze, the estuary of the Tamar 
and the Tavy that forms part of the 
barbor of. Piymouth, the women: of 
Saltash have often distinguished them 
selves. In/*Around and About Saltash” 
P. EB. B. 'Porter writes of Amn Glan 
ville, whose amazonian feats of oars 


manship made her famous alt over Bu 


rope: 

“Some sixty or seventy years ago the 
crew of Saltash women was often seen 
not only on the Hamoaze, but wherever 
aquatic sports were held. It was not 
often that Ann and the crew that she 
stroked were beaten in a match—never 
by other women. 


“They competed for prizes at Hull, G 


Liverpool, Portsmouth and’ Dartmonth, 
and it must not be supposed that a 
crew of men ever yielded the palm out 
of masculine courtesy, for, as a mat! 
ter of fact, the men did-not-at-ali relist 
bring benten by a ‘parcel of females.’ 

“In some of these contests Mrs. Har- 
rict Scteech, a daughter of Ann Glan. . 
ville, who had fourteen children, row- 
ed with her mother. As she was the 
youngest orember of the crew she 
pulled bow oar, the least arduous pos 
in the boat. 

“Once thi8 crew, rowing a match at 
Fleetwood in the presence of. Queen 
Victoria, gave the men so sound a bent- 
ing that her majesty asked to have 
Ann presented to her. } 

“However, the most famous event 
of Ann's life took place in 1850, when 
Captain Russell of H. M. S. Brunswick 
suggested to her that she and her crew 
should go to Havre to the regatta there 
and challenge the Frenchmen, a pro- 
posal to rit, na readily assented. 

“When the Frenchmen heard of the 
challenge from les Angiaises de Salt- 
ashe they shrugged their shoulders, 
for they scarcely regarded it as se 
rious. And when the womel appear. 
ed in their white frilled caps prinked 
ont with’ blue ribbons, In their short 
petticoats and white dresses, with blue 
neckerchiefs tied over the shoulders 
and crossed behind the back, they look: 
ed puzzien 

“The challenge of the English women 
created a stir not only in Havre, but 
for miles along the [French coast and 
for many leagues inland too. And in 
England tbe greatest interest wag 
aroused. 

“When the day of. the regatta came 
there was a vast~“concourse of people 
to witness the contest. Every quay, 
bilitop. and bousetop from which a view 
of the course could be had was crowd: 
ed. Every one was on tiptoe of ex: 
pectation. Before. the:start the Salt- 
ash crew had a pull round ‘to show 
themselves.’. Thelr steady. stroke, the 
way tn which they bent their backs to 
thelr work and the perfect ease and 
grace witb which they pulled made 
the French oper their eyes. . 

“Ann and -her crew bad not the best - 
start possible, nor at first did they vel 
have the advantage. Five minutes aft. - 
er the start six boats were ‘abead 
them, But they soon tested thelr-op- 
ponents’ nerve. -Anp, who bad the 
stroke oar, gave the word: 

“Rend your backs to A, maidens, 

| and hurrah for old England! . 

“One by one, with ‘a cheer from ola 
Ann, they passed the six boats. At 
last they drove their boat, with the 
British coler flying gayly at the fore, 
into the’lead. It was a long course 
and “4 hard pull, but they soundly 
thrashed the Frenchmen. Ann and het 
aidens’ beat them by 100 yards. The 
members of this famous crew were 
Ann Glanville, Harriet Hosking, Jane 
Honse and Amelia Lee. A man acted

Experiments have been made 
daily for the last few weeks between 
the Nauem central wireless telegraphy 
station and Berlin, aad accoming to 
the Taegliche Rundschav, they are 
crowned with success.

phoned without difficulty between the 
above-mentioned stations, which are 
some ~fiftesn miles apart, but wireless 
telephone messages can be clearly un- 
derstood at a distance of 250 miles. 
when the receiving apparatus harmon- 
izes with that at. the station from 
which the message is dispatched. 

This surprising success is attribut- 
ed to the excellence of the machines 
employed by the Telefunken system. 
Most recent statistics show that there 
are at present about 3500 wireless 
telegraphy stations in the world, that 
one third of. these are equipped with 
Marconi apparatus, one-third with the 
Telefunken and one-third with the ap- 
paratus of various-systems: 

It is said-here that. these statistics 
are evidence of the triumphal progress 
of the German Telefunken system, and 
prove that. the latter has. ousted .tha 
Marconi system from the dominant po- 
sition it once held in the world.
